enough 
money to run the whole govern­ 
ment of France for a y ear is 
hidden away in the good old 
“ woolen sock" of the thrifty 
Frenchman. 
There can be no statistics oh 
hoarding, 
but 
the 
Bank 
of 
France and the government ca l­ 
culate fairly closely how much 
money is in the banks, in circu­ 
lation, and how much is abroad. 
The 
remainder 
is 
what 
the 
French have put away for “ safe 
keeping” in 
tin box es, 
bottles 
and jars, hidden in every con­ 
ceivable way . 
Close to one-third of France’s 
money is estimated to be in hid­ 
ing. 
The last official statement on 
the subject was by George Bon­ 
net, then Minister of Finance, 
December 9, in the chamber of 
deputies. He said 25,000,000,000 
francs 
or 
$1,650,000,000 
were 
hoarded then when the circula­ 
tion was 81,000,000,000. 
Bank 
of 
France 
officials 
thought the figure high, a nd. 
since then they have asserted 
part of the money has come out 
of hiding because big hoarders 
were tired of getting no interest. 
Robberies 
of 
these 
hoards 
seem to be few. French peas­ 
ants, secretive by nature, have 
learned to guard their fortunes. 
Burial in the ground is a fav­ 
orite way of hoarding. Often, 
money sealed in bottles or jars 
is hidden in the large peasant- 
home chimney s and in wells, 
usually by taking out a brick or 
a stone and digging out a recess. 
Sometimes banknotes are con­ 
cealed in books by hollowing out 
the leaves or by pasting the 
edges of two leaves together. 
Gold bars have become more 
popular 
with 
hoarders 
since 
France went on the gold bul­ 
lion standard in 1928. These bars 
cost about $14,850 and weigh 
about 30 pounds. But they are 
small enough to go in a deep 
coat pocket. 
Usually condemned, hoarding 
is not considered altogether evil 
even by the Bank of France. It 
means, officials said, that there 
is a reserve in the country that 


will come to light when France’s 
back is to the wall. 
It means also tha t there is 
thrift, even if it is miserly thrift, 
and tha t the hoarder has a stake 
in the country and usually in 
the land and will defend his for­ 
tune.
